PRICE OF 1 BEET SUGAR. 


Ilere i$ an item clipped from 
that should be of 
interest to every person in the 
United States, whether they be 
interested in the growing of 
sugar beets or simply the rank 
and file of sugar consumers: 

The goverfment of Holland has 
fixed a maximum price on sugar 
of 9.21 cents per pound whole- 
sale and 9.£0 cents retail. These 
prices include a consumption or 
2xcise tax of 4.92 cents per 
pound, so that the net amount re- 
ceived by the sugar factory “is 
4.29 cents a pound. 

In this country the average 
price received by the sugar fac- 
tories is said to be 8.40 cents per 
pound, and the government does 
not collect any excise tax. 

In Holland the ‘farmers get 
$10.5", per ton for their beets and: 
in this country the average is 
said to be $6.17 per ton. 

If the svgar factories of Hol- 
land ean afford to sell the sugar 
for 4.29 cents per pound while 
paving the farmers $10.85 for the 
beetse can’t the American factor- 
ies afford to be a little more gen- 
crous to the growers?
